The eleetion in Bourhon county 
Tueeday was unique from the fact 
that only the Barnes of the candi- 
dates on the Democratic jticket were 
on the official hallot. Due to the 
neglect of the RepublicaB eaadidates 
to file their election certiflcaltea with 
the County Clerk within the speci- 
fied time, their names did not ap- 
pear on the official ballot, and, al- 
though the Repuhllcan ticket with 
the names of the offices and blank 
spaces for writing in the names of 
the candidates was on the ballot, 
few took advantage of the privilege 
to vote. The total vote was prob- 
ably the lightest ever cast in the 
county.

In Mary- 
land, where the entire lower house 
was elected. withi27 members of the 
Senate DeAcrattc, pOBtTOl was In- 
creased. 

Both Houses of the Kentucky 
State Legislature will be organized 
by the Democrats at the session 
which will open next January, ac- 
cording to unofficial returns receiv- 
ed from the Thirty-fourth Senator- 
ial district, on which eOBtrel of fl^ 
State Senate hinged. 

Unofficial returns compiled Wed- 
nesday give the Demoerata twenty 
members of the State Senate to eigh- 
teoB for RepoblicaAs, and <7 mem- 
bers of the Hooae to tt RepublleaBs. 
In the 1920 Legislature, the SoBate 
was tied, each side having If ineiii 
hers, while the House had 55 RepBb- 
licans and 45 Democrats. 

That the spirit of Democracy is 
still militant was the conclusion 
drawn by Cordell Hull, recently 
elected chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee, from the re- 
sults of Tuesday's election. 

In Mr. Hull's opinion, the result of 
greatest importance to Democracy 
was that in Kentucky, while New 
York City elected a Democrat as 
Mayor by a majority as large as it 
gave President Harding a year ago; 
Syracuse elected a Demoerhtic Mayor 
for the hrst time in a quarter of a 
century, and other cities in ssToral 
States showed a stroBg troBd to- 
ward DoBOcraey.

Dr. J. H. J. Upham, mentioned by 
Dr. Baldwin as having blocked pub- 
lication of his address, called the 
assertions a combination of truth, 
half truth and untruth. 

The Committee of reference which 
considered Dr. Baldwin's address and 
recommended that it be not publish- 
ed in the state Association's maga- 
zine was appointed by Dr. Upham. 
The State Association's Coucil also 
reconuBOBded that it he not pBhllah- 
ed becii|Bae of the BriaiBterpietaftloB 
persona outside the medical profea- 
sioB might plaee npoB it. Dr. Up- 
ham atfid.

The class meets every 
Saturday morning at 10 o'clock, and 
is open to every one prepared to do 
work. The course is the same that 
Prof. Farhuquar gives at the Uni- 
versity and has the same credit. 
COURSE III 

Mechanical Drawing — The course 
Is being taught by Mr. H. M. Clay, 
of the Paris High School faculty: 
The class meets Tuesday afternoon 
at 2:30, Tuesday evening at 8:00, 
Wednesday afternoon at 2:30, 
Thursday afternoon at 2:30 and 
Thursday evening at 8:00 o'clock. 
This class is conducted in two sec- 
tions. The afternoon section meets 
three times each week for one hour 
and a half, laboratory and lecture 
period. The evening section meets 
twice each week for a two hour toct- 
ure and lahoratorj period. • 

Shop meehaniea and deaeiipUie 
Geometery is taught in hoth seetlohs. 

These classes are open to adult 
working people. At present the 
evening class is being attended 
only by railroad men and a few 
from other mechanical shops in the 
city. Any mechanic in the city Is 
welcome to come. Young men who 
expect to take the engineering 
course in the University would do 
well to take this course because full 
credit is given at the University for 
this work. 

COURSE IV 

Shorthand and Typewriting — 
This course Is being taught by Miss 
Margie Kelly, of the Paris High 
School faculty. The class meets at 
1 o'clock each day and is opMi to 
all people of the city. At present 
most of the people tiAtaig this 
course have poaitims and get oft 
from work long enough to eoma to 
school for this class. 

No more students can enter this 
course at present, but a new sec- 
tion will be started soon and it is 
well to enroll in the new section 
now. 

COURSE V. 

Bookkeeping — This course is be- 
ing taught by Miss Kelley. of the 
Paris High School faculty. The 
class meets at 2:00 o'clock each af- 
ternoon and is open to any person 
in the city. The school welcomes 
any young man or woman who is 
working and can get oft for out hour 
each day to take this training. 

Other afternoon and evening 
classes are being planned and or- 
ganized to begin work soon. The 
educational program of the city is 
trying to offer work to every dtiaen 
of Paris who wants to study. 
, We feel that there are many 
vplendid young people in Paris who 
must work, but who want to im- 
prove their education and we want 
to help them realize that ambition. 
We invite any business house in 
Paris to let its help come to school 
for some work. We want to serve 
this city in any way we can.

PROPOSAL TO BESTMC T HUNT- 



During the hunting seasmi this 
fall, more tlian 5,000,000 parsons, 
estimates this Biological Surrey of 
the United States D^rtment of Ag- 
riculture, will go out with a gun into 
the woods and fields of America. 
Their going emphasizes the growing 
need of more adequate and uniform 
laws to conserve and protect the 
country's dwindling game supply. 

"It has been the practice in many 
States," the department says, "to 
issue hunting licenses for the open 
season to all applicants, with too 
little regard for the available game 
J supply of any particular area. The 
hunters may far outnumber the an- 
imals hunted within a given section, 
and under such conditions the ex- 
tinetion of big game eapacially is 
inavitabla. 

"The Department of Agrienlitnre 
advocates a limited licapia plaa for 
big game, based on annual estimates 
of game conditions in each district. 
This means that the number of big 
game licenses issued for a given area 
in one season would depend upon 
the number of game animals which 
it has been determined in advance 
can be spared. Proper administra- 
tion of this sort should conserve 
g^me in the greatest numbers con- 
sitent with the reasonable demands 
for local grazing and other inter- 
ests and obTiatai^.t^e necessity for 
establishing parauiial eloaed sea- 
sons, except to arm biiftg re- 
stocked."

Primary school members well OUt 
of their teens, as well as graye and 
rererend seniors in college, most of 
them younger than some of the pu 
plls just learning to read, are one 
of the seemingly paradoxical fea 
tures of Berea College. It is one of 
the few institutiona of learning in 
the UAd in which a atudent may se- 
core aa educatioa raaaias from the 
mdlmeata to aa A. B. degree, and 
also oae of the few eollegea where a 
grown hut aaedneated maa or wo- 
man may begin at the beginaiag, 

There are fire schools In Berea 
College. The most interesting one 
is the Foundation School, open to 
students from fifteen years old up 
As the name implies, It starts from 
the foundation, welcoming to Its 
precincts older as well as younger 
students who haTe aerer had a 
chance to study. 

The Academy is the equivalent of 
the usual preparatory school or 
high school course, which gets ready 
for college those studenta who wish 
to continue further thaa the pri- 
mary grades. 

The Vocational School brings to 
the students a knowledge of pursuits 
which they may desire to use in 
their choice of a life work. Shops, 
a herd of cattle, an experimental 
farm, a hoapital for earaea in 
nnraiag. aad other eqnipmeat are 
ready for . Toeatioaal aehool atu- 
deata. 

The College itaelf carries stu- 
dents from the Academy to their de- 
gree of A. B. and is the equal of 
any College course in the South. 
Many of its graduates return to 
their mountain homes as teachers at 
graduation. 

The Normal School is used for 
the training of students as teachers, 
and gives a certificate for this pur- 
pose. Many of the school teachers 
in the mountain districts are 
Barea's product. With these five 
schools ready for the mountain boy 
or girl, Berea College is able to per- 
form a duty to education with 
unique chances of service. 

The development of the five 
schools is an outgrowth of Berea's 
desire to be OTerything to the moun- 
tain people who depend upon it. It 
could do thia only by beiag ready to 
glTo to all who aaked anything that 
waa deaired ia the way of ooorees 
or teaching. That the aeheme is a 
success is shown by the fact that in 
the year just completed 2,560 stu- 
dents passed throui^ the eirer-<ven 
doors of Berea. 

With an ideal situation, a huge 
clinetele to draw from, and the good 
will of the mountain people, but one 
thing has handicapped Berea — the 
lack of money Its friends have been 
many, and new and much-needed 
equipment and buildings have ap- 
peared as if by magic.
